Chicago, May 10.—The report of th« 


•peciai committee to plan the consoli- 
dation of the various benevolent soci- 
eties was heard soon after the general 
conference of the Methodiat Episcopal 
church was called to order by Bishop 
Foss. Delegate Handley of New Jer- 
sey conference introduced a resolution 
giving the committees on church ex- 
tension, missions and Preedman's Aid 
Southern Education society the right 
to discuss all questions brought before 
it After a- long wrangle the substi- 
tute was tabled and the resolution giv- 
ing the committees unlimited scope in 
discussions was adopted. A lengthy 
deoitte as to the method of nominating 
bishops and other officers was indulged 
in, but a motion was finally adopted 
directing the bishops to appoint a com 
mittee of seven to formulate rules for 
the nomination and election of bishops 
and other officers, to report not later 
than Saturday. The conference then 
settled down to the consideration ol 
the report of the commission appointed 
four years ago to revise the organic 
law of the church.

Washington, May 10.—The house

Ixmdoa, May 10.— General Button's 


mounted infantry brigade, including 
the Canadians, with a part of General 
French's cavalry, crossed the Zaad 
river Tuesday and began to work its 
•way cautiously along the railway 
northward in the track of the retiring 
Boers. About 
S.OOO horsemen were 


probably engaged in this advance. 
General Button, before he was joined 
by a part of General French's force, 
had a sharp fight This was on Mon- 
day, when he reached the river, and 
saw the Boer convoys on the other side 
and pressed forward, intending to 
cross and capture them. The Boers, 
however, opened fire with eiiht or JQ 
guns, forded the river above! and be- 
low, 
seemingly in thousands, and 


sought to envelop the British. General 
Button fell back several miles, the 
Boers following until the other British 
cavalry reinforced Hutton. During the 
night the Boers retreated, not further 
contesting the crossing. 


Lord Roberts left Smaldeel Tuesday 


to consult one of the Hamiltons, 15 
miles distant. The Boer attack on 
General Hutton does not iad&ate any 
such panicky conditions' as have been 
alleged to exist, among them. Ne%'cr- 
theless the British advance roils on 
steadily. GenerU Broadwood and Gen- 
eral Bruce Han_ilton have penetrated 
15 ^niles beyond Winburg. According 
to Boer advices sharp skirmishes are 
of daily occurrence, and there was a 
brisk riSe engagement outside Win- 
burg on Saturday. From Boor sources 
comes also the report that in a skir- 
mish outside Mafeking, May 5, -Colonel 
Baden-Powell was slightly worsted.

ard, -vho -Eras named by Culton and 
other witnesses as the man wno jprob- 
ably flred the shot which killed Goebel, 
surrendered at the jail here. He ar- 
rived in the custody of Sheriff Beverly 
White of Clay county. 
Sheriff White 


says that Howard, when his name was 
first mentioned in connection with the 
assassination, claimed that he was in- 
nocent and could surrender whenever 
he was wanted. Howard said: "I never 
was inside the statehouse square in my 
life till the afternoon following Goe- 
bel.'s assassination. I am innocent and 
can prove by testimony -which will not 
be. doubted that I was not at the State- 
house when Goebel was killed." 


Boarded an American Vessel. 


London, May 10.—While the admi- 


ralty has not received an official re- 
port in regard to the boarding of the 
American snip Seawitca by a boat's 
crew from tie British warship Wasp, 
while in Portuguese waters in Dslagoa 
bay. other government dispatches from 
Lorenzo Marques incidentally mention 
that the Seawitch was in troubl 
which, combined with the fact that she 
signalled for a tag, leads the British 
authorities to believe the cause for the 
mistake in boarding chiefly lies with 
the Sea witch.

After 
paying tribute to Lore! Roberts and his 
troops, the premier referred to tie 
Irish problem, saying: "iir. Gladstone, 
In an evil moaent, for the fame ot tiie 
country and his party, attached him- 
self to -Use i£ea of the separation o 


aaa and Ireland. No one can sa 


the fcome rule cause presents any ele 
ments ot sanguine anticipation for th 
future. I am assured that there is uc 
hope of the predominant partner eve: 
consenting to give Ireland practical in 
dependence. 
V/e have learned some 


thing from tbe South African war. We 
know now better than -we did ten years 
ago what a risk it would be if we save 
a disloyal goTcmment in Ireland the 
power of accumulating forces ' against 
this country." 


Continuing, Lord Salisbury said: "A 


certain section of other nations, not, I 
hope, a very large, though, noisy one, 
nas a.t the present moment a great 
prejudice against this country. It docs 
not. however, follow that -&e have no 
precautions to take. There c:;n he no 
security, nor confidence in the leclin 
or sympathy of other nations, except 
through the efficiency of their own. de- 
fense and tlie strength 'of their owe 
right arm. Everywhere the power of 
defense is increasing, and who knows 
but all these things may be united in 
one great wave to dash upon our 
snores?" 


The premier then urged the neces- 


sity of precaution in time, remarking 
tbat the material for military aggres- 
sion -was yearly increasing in power 
and eQciency among every one of the 
great nations, adding: "In every case 
in history the great maritime power 
has been paralyzed—killed—not by dis 
asters suffered in its provinces, but by 
a blow directed at the heart. The Brit- 
ish navy, of. course, ought to be suS. 
cient. But are -we wise in placing all 
our eggs in one basket? We must in- 
duce the people to voluntarily put 
themselves in a position to defend 
their homes and country by the crea- 
tion of rifle clubs."
